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plan in the legislature soon and his 
government will be talking with 
nightclub owners about the new 
plan. 

Lindsay will look into shorter 
happy hours and limits on how 
many drinks can be on a bar 
table after last call. 

The move comes after the 
province already brought in a 
new training program earlier 
this year for bar and nightclub 
security staff to help them curb 
violence and increase safety. 

Kim Haakstad, an executive 
director with the Alliance of Bev¬ 
erage Licensees in British Colum¬ 
bia, says bars in that province are 
not allowed to offer happy hour, 
and can only serve patrons a certain 
amount of alcohol per drink. 

Bar patrons are allowed up to 
three shots of alcohol in one drink 
compared to Alberta where 
"quadruple shots are quite com¬ 
mon," said Haakstad. 

"I am sure many businesses 
would love to offer happy hour, but 
they are just simply not allowed." 

Stelmach also said drugs are be¬ 
coming a bigger dilemma for a 
booming province. 

People with "more money in their 
pockets" are turning to drugs, he 
added.

Stelmach proposes

Abuser ordered 
to be registered 
as sex offender

A man who acJmittecJly sexu¬ 
ally assaulted three children 
was found not criminally re¬ 
sponsible for his actions yes¬ 
terday, after an expert 
witness for the defence con¬ 
firmed he suffers from severe 
schizophrenia. 

An expert in forensic psy¬ 
chiatry, who has been treating 
Jonathon Quinn Lewis at Al¬ 
berta Hospital since December, 
testified that Lewis committed 
the brutal sex acts because he 
believed his actions would pre¬ 
vent a looming gang war. 

"He believed in some way 
that these 'evil actions' were 
important to prevent a Cal¬ 


gary gang from infiltrating 
Edmonton," testified Dr. Al¬ 
berto Choy. "It made impor¬ 
tant in his mind to prevent 
these things from happening." 

Lewis did not speak in court 
yesterday, but was mumbling 
to himself, quietly laughing, 
smiling, and would frequently 
cradle his head in his hands. 

In the past four months 
he's been in treatment at Al¬ 
berta Hospital, the 25-year- 
old has been frequently 
locked in seclusion because of 
his erratic, violent behaviour. 
Choy said that "scrambling of 
his brain chemistry" also 
made him unable to sequence 
his thinking and speech. 

Choy said that Lewis 


claimed his hand had been 
guided toward the first vic¬ 
tim by Jehovah in 2006, and 
that the acts of sexual abuse 
that followed in 2007 were 
"clip-ons" that would con¬ 
tinue to keep the gangs at bay. 

"It's our opinion that he 
didn't know what he was 
doing was morally wrong, 
but was for the greater good 
of the city," Choy testified. 

Lewis has been ordered to 
stay at Alberta Hospital until 
he's well enough to leave. 
Judge Donna Valgardson also 
ordered Lewis to give police 
a DNA sample and that he be 
registered as a sex offender 
for the next 20 years.

Long-awaited 
decision could 
toughen sentences 

One hundred years after Par¬ 
liament created a juvenile jus¬ 
tice system, a ruhng from the 
Supreme Court of Canada to¬ 
morrow could determine 
whether young offenders will 
still be treated differently than 
adults — and whether federal 
Conservatives push ahead 
with plans to toughen sen¬ 
tences for violent youths. 

The long-awaited ruling by 
the court involves the case of 
a Hamilton, Ont., 
youth convicted of 
manslaughter for "sucker 
punching" and stomping on a 
fellow teen at a local shopping 
mail in 2003. The victim later 


died of his injuries. 

At issue in the case are sev¬ 
eral key provisions in the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act, 
which require young people 
who commit violent crimes to 
justify why they should be 
sentenced as a youth instead 
of as an adult — and why 
their identity should remain 
shielded by a publication ban. 

When D.B. pleaded guilty in 
2004, Superior Court Justice 
Thomas Lofchik ruled the 
provisions were unconstitu¬ 
tional, violating principles of 
fundamental justice guaran¬ 
teed by the Charter of Rights 


and Freedoms. He sentenced 
D.B. to a youth court term of 
three years. 

hi upholding that decision 
in 2006, Justice Stephen 
Goudge of the Ontario Court 
of Appeal said that because 
adult sentences are presumed 
to be the norm and youth sen¬ 
tences the exception for seri¬ 
ous crimes, the provisions run 
counter to Canadian society's 
century-old notions of justice 
— namely that youths should 
be treated differently from 
adult offenders, in recognition 
of their reduced maturity.

Paul Pierce scored 29 points, 
grabbed seven rebounds, and 
hit some clutch free throws 
down the stretch as the 
Boston Celtics rebounded 
from an early 14-point deficit 
to beat the Cleveland Cava¬ 
liers 96-89, and move within 
one win of advancing to the 
Eastern Conference finals. 

Kevin Garnett scored 26 
points and raked in 16 re¬ 
bounds for the Celtics, who 
won again at home and lead 
this conference semifinal se¬ 
ries 3-2.

The Celtics took 
their first lead of the game on 
a Rondo layup that pushed 
them ahead 48-46 with 10:52 
left in the third. 

The Cavs briefly regained 
the lead, and the game was 
tied at 55-55 before Pierce 
drained a three at the 5:28 
mark, setting off a 14-3 
Boston push.

on top of world

World No. 1 Justine Henin 
announced she was retiring 
from professional tennis with 
immediate effect yesterday. 

"It's the end of a wonder¬ 
ful adventure, but it's some¬ 
thing I have been thinking 
about for a long time," the 
Belgian told a news 
conference. 

Henin, the winner of 
seven grand slam ti¬ 
tles, had been expected 
to defend her French 
Open crown later this 
month but instead opted to 
turn her back on the sport at 
the age of just 25. 

"I am leaving as the world 
No. 1 and that is important 
and it is always better to go 
out at the top," said Henin, 
who won 41 titles since turn¬ 
ing professional in 1999. 

She also became the first 
woman to quit the sport 
while ranked number one. 

"I have been driving my

career based on an emotion, 
but I didn't feel that emotion 
anymore since (last year's 
season-ending champi¬ 
onships in) Madrid," said 
Henin, whose final match 
turned out to be a third- 
round defeat by Dinara Sa¬ 
fina in Berlin last week. 

'At Madrid, I felt I had 
reached the climax of my ca¬ 
reer. I had thought about tak¬ 
ing a break, but in the 
end I didn't think this 
was the right decision. 

"I decided on re¬ 
turning from (last 
week's tournament in) 
Berlin to stop now. I 
leave without any regrets 
and I know it is the right de¬ 
cision." 

Henin became the first 
Belgian to win a grand slam 
title with her triumph at the 
French Open in 2003 and, de¬ 
spite suffering numerous tur¬ 
moils throughout her career, 
she did not let it affect her 
form on court. 

Credited with owning the 
best backhand in the game.

T he glorious spring 
sunshine is 
sparkling prettily 
outdoors, but don’t despair 
if you are stuck inside. The 
design team knows a fabu¬ 
lous way to bring the 
bright cheerful presence of 
sunshine into your home. 

We just love to use mir¬ 
rors to add light and 
sparkle. But think beyond 
the usual — mirrors can be 
used effectively and to 
lovely effect in many imag¬ 


inative and unexpected 
ways. For example, do you 
have a dark basement or 


other space with few win¬ 
dows? You can add “vir¬ 
tual” windows by 


positioning mirrors oppo¬ 
site your existing windows. 
And you can increase the 
amount of light directed 
into a room by finishing 
the windowsill and per¬ 
haps the side of interior 
window frames in mirror. 

To visually expand space, 
think about mounting two 
full-length mirrors on ei¬ 
ther side of a fireplace — it 
actually makes the room 
look as if it continues be¬ 
yond the fireplace. 

Or use a row of long, tall 
mirrors spaced across a 
wall for contemporary 
flair. An oversized mirror 
in a frame, tilted against a 
wall in a bedroom or sit¬ 
ting area can add drama 
and elegance. 

A small kitchen can ben¬ 
efit from a mirrored back- 
splash. You can add 


interest in a small bath¬ 
room by layering two mir¬ 
rored layers—a framed 



mirror over a mirrored 
wall, for example. In a 
child’s room, you may use 
a collection of mirrors cut 
into pieces that reflect a 
theme, such as a collection 
of block shapes or stars 
and moons. 

And mirrored furniture, 
besides being beautiful on 
its own, can also bring in 


light and expand space in 
any room of the house. 

But there is one very im¬ 
portant thing to remember 
about a mirror — it will re¬ 
flect whatever is in front of 
it. So do not commit a de¬ 
sign crime by placing a 
mirror in a place where it 
reflects a messy closet, a 
bathroom door, or some¬ 
thing equally uninspiring. 

And if you put a mirror 
on a window sill or frame, 
make sure it reflects sky, or 
flowers or plants, for exam¬ 
ple. Do not use it to reflect 
a sidewalk, a utility pole, 
or the back side of an air 
conditioner. Be prepared to 
tilt the mirrored finish to 
reflect an attractive view.

Coldplay on a mission 



Coldplay, set to release new album Viva La Vida Or Death And All His Friends, is on a mission to connect with its fans. 


Band plans tour, 
drops free single 
ahead of new disc 

The album that will put the 
new EMI under its greatest 
global scrutiny to date is also 
2008's most eagerly awaited 
release. That's the official 
word from Coldplay's new 
boss. 

The band's Viva La Vida Or 
Death And All His Friends 
will be released June 17 in 
North America on Capitol. 
EMI Group chairman Guy 
Hands, who led the buyout of 
the music company last sum¬ 
mer through his private-eq¬ 
uity firm Terra Firma, says, 
"Right across the world, this 
is the most anticipated album 
of the year." 

As the follow-up to the 
British melodic rock band's 
X&Y album of summer 2005, 
which scaled global sales 
north of 10 million units, ac¬ 
cording to the label, it's a sig¬ 
nificant release for many 
reasons. Just as Viva La Vida 
is a bold musical statement 
by a group that Martin says 
had grown to feel "a little 
dirty" by the end of its last 
campaign, the importance of 
this album to the new EMI, 
in the midst of its manage¬ 
ment restructuring, is hard to 
overstate. 

But Martin, sitting in the 
band's own studio, the Bak¬ 


ery in northwest London, of¬ 
fers a typically relaxed and 
realistic interpretation. 

"Being on a major label at 
the moment is like living in 
your grandparents' house," 
he says. "Everyone knows 
they need to move out, and 
they will eventually, but we 
kind of like our grandmother. 

"It's obviously an anti¬ 
quated model, because of the 
Internet, but we really love 
the people we work with. If 
we knew what the solution 
was to everything, then we'd 


do it. We have absolute re¬ 
spect for the Radioheads and 
Raconteurs and people who 
can do what 
they like. 

We're in con¬ 
tract though, 
so we're just 
going to make 
the most of it 
and enjoy the people we get 
to work with." 

In a bold move to reassert 
its close relationship with its 
fans, Coldplay made the 
album's first single, Violet 


Hill available as a free down¬ 
load April 29, shifting more 
than two million units in its 
week of being 
available for 
free, accord¬ 
ing to EMI. A 
cover- 
mounted 7- 
inch vinyl 
edition of the single was 
given away with the May 10 
issue of British weekly NME, 
which went on sale May 6 — 
the only physical version of 
the single to be made avail¬ 


able, although it also went on 
sale at digital outlets the 
same day. 

"Of course we want to sell 
a lot of records," Martin says.
